Finally, our guns placed shell nfter 


shell on the enemy's communication | 
trenches, and they could neither bring | 
up reinforcements nor retire. So we 
went over nnd cleaned them out and 
took the trench. But then our guns 
hnd to stop because we were in range, 
and the Turks brought up reinforce- 
ments from other parts of the line and 
we were driven back, after holding 
their trench all afternoon. It was 
about fifty-fifty, though, for whea they 
reinforced one part of the line some 
of our troops would break through in 
another part. 


Thnt night there was n terrible rain- 


storm. I guess it was really a cloud- 
burst. 
We had all the water we 


wanted then, and more, too. A groat 
many men and mules were drowned, 
both" of our troops and the Turkish.
